N A V A L P R O T E C T IO N . 


T he depredations lately committed on 
'American commerce, by a few French and 
Spanifti privateers, almofl within our own 
liarbors, has juilly excited much indignation 
In all thofe, who feel that high fenfe of na­ 
tional honor, which coniiitutes at once a na­ 
tion’s fecurity and its glory. 
On this fub- 
}e£t, £0 ioterefting both to our intere(\ and 
our feelings, in a national point of view, all 
parties, we Oiould have imagined, would 
liave 
united in 
expreflions 
of 
refent- 
inent. 
Still 
however, 
there 
are fome 
difpofed either 
to 
palliate 
the 
mea- 
fure, or by reprefenting it as trivial and un­ 
important, to induce the country to p-iiis it 
over in filence. 
It is not difficult to difcover 
the policy of this conduct, in thofe who have 
adopted it. 
They find it neceilary either to 
prevent an inquiry into the caufes of thefe 
depredations, or to (hield government from 
the charge of puiillanimity in not preventing 
or puniwing them. T h is immediately in­ 
volves the inquiry, why have we not a mari* 
time force, fufficient at leaft to pr«te£l our 
coafts from pillage and infult, and why was 
our rifing navy facrificed or fiiffcred to de­ 
cay ? On this fubjeft, their opponents are 
bound in juftice to the federalitls to acknow- 
k d g e , that they have ever been coniii\ent 
in their wtfhes and declarations} under ail 
tdminiftrations. 


In alluding to different papers, all in the 
interedof Mr. Jrfferfon and his friend?« it 
will appear that various modes are adopted 
to refill the jnft and nfceiTary inference that 
in this inflance, government has been crimi* 
nally inattentive to'the true intereflf of the 
eountry, or have puihed their parfiroonious 
policy far beyond the boundaries, where pru­ 
dence and judgment (bould have limited it. 
They f*y thefc are fmall private French 
armed vcfTcls, a£ling in this inO*nc«, with­ 
out the authority or confcnt, and probably 
without the knowledge of the French go­ 
vernment. 
If this is the cafe, we iired br 
under no apprehenfion of anothfr evil, 
with which v*e have been threatened from 
thr fame quarter, which is, involving our- 
felves in h iUilliies wi:h France. 
I ’ke go- 
vcrnuiCBt of France is cer tainly D»i; Wwu d 


to efpoufe the quarreîà of sll tlse piratical 
bucaiiiers who fpeak their language, 
and 
perhaps fail under their fl g. 
If therefore 
we have a fmall naval force ready to m»ke 
immediate reprifals on thefe piratical veiT ls. 
the French government, fo far from mnkmg 
it the pretext for a rupture with the Uniced 
Stttes, would at once not only perceive the 
wifdom and policy, but acknowledge the 
judice and profiriety of the meafure. 
The 
opinion that merely poflTrffing the means of 
fighting, would probably draw us into hrft li- 
ties, is not only cowardly and pufillanimous, 
but falfe and erroneous. 
The alternative 
then is fimplythis—lfdepredations by French 
privateers are not authorifed by the go­ 
vernment of France, it is certainly a very 
eafy thing for a government like ours, to re­ 
fill the enci’oachments of a few contempti- 
ble picaroons, which ijifcfl our (hores. 
If. 
on the contrary, thefe things are authorifrd, 
or even connived at by thf French govrrn- 
ment, the fooner we mak** general r -prifals 
and adopt vigorous meafures the better. It 
then they (hould choofe to do Us ample and 
immediate juRice, is they probably wouKi, 
our obje^ would be completely e(fr£l<;d, 
and the Country placed in ao honorable, 
dignified and f<*cure pofition. 
If however 
they fhould refuf« this.it would be convinc­ 
ing evidence, that hodilities were not only 
judifinble, but have become expedient and 
necclTiry, inafmuch as open enmity is ever 
to be preferrid to treacherous friendfhip. 
But we are told from the fame i^jarter, th«t 
eqaal injuries and indignities are heaped on 
us by Englifh cruifcrs. 
Tl.is is a fort of 
ërgumentum ad bominem intended to con­ 
found and fhut the months of fcderaliOs —> 
The contrivance however, in this inllance, 
completely fails, and what is worfe, rt turns 
with double fore* ** to plague the inventor.” 
Is it for the upholders and admirers of ad- 
miniftration to fay, that becaufe we are 
wantonly abufed by one power, that we be 
fo with impunity by another f Will they re- 
prefent our commerce to be a mere fhuttle. 
cock, liable to be bandied about by all the 
belligerent powers who chocfe to fport^with 
it ? They fcem to imagine poor America in 
the fituation of a clown, buttledhy a crowd 
of bullies. 
If one give him a blow on one 
fide, to be fure it deilroys his balance ; if a- 
nother honors him wiih a fimilar faìute on 
the other, it merely reftoi’es him to an ere£t, 
and truly manly and dignified pofition. 
But 
in this inllance, the friends of Mr. Jtffcr- 
fon are more officious than difcerning— 
The faA if, their clamours againfl Englifli 
d predations, were commenced at a time, 
when the reins of government were in the 
hands of federaliAs ; and fuch is the force 
of habit, and fo 
little are they accudcmed 
to relle£\ion, that they flill continue them, 
even though they rrüeA difhonor and dii- 
grace on their own party^—

It is not difficult to difcover 
the policy of this conduit, in thofe who have 
tdopted it. 
They find it neceilary either to 
prevent an inquiry into the caufes of thefe 
depredations, or to (bield government from 
the charge of pufillanimity in not preventing 
or puddling them. 
This immediately in­ 
volves the inquiry, why have we not a mari­ 
time force, fuficient at lead to prvteft our 
toads from pillage and infult, and why was 
our fifing navy facnficed or differed to de­ 
cay ? On this fubjeft, their opponents ire 
bound in judice to the fedrralifls to acknow­ 
ledge, that they have ever been confident 
in their withes and declarations, under all 
admtnidrationt. 
In alluding to different papers, all in the 
interefl of Mr. Jrfferfon aud his friends, it 
will appear that various modes are adopted 
torefifl the J lift and n«ce(T*ry inference that 
in this indance, government has been crimi* 
Dally inattentive to the true interedi of the 
country, or have puttied their parfirooniout 
policy far beyond the boundaries, where pru­ 
dence and judgment (hould have limited it.
